Mrs. Maria Caroline Swinney, wife of 
Rev. James Oswald Swinney, died at her 
homa in 01aB|p>w, on Saturday morning, 
January 21,' 1899. Sha waa tba danghtar 
of Rev. James Savage and wife, and iraa 
born in Germantown, Mason County, 
Kentucky, June 22, 1832. After receiv- 
ing a good common acbool adneation at 
home, she graduated at a college in Hills- 
boro, Ohio. She waa married to our loved 
and bareaTed Brother 8wlnn«f, Morem- 
ber 10th, ]HK. They commenced their 
separate home life the following spring, 
on what waa then known as tbe Hazel 
Ridge farm, on which ie aitoated the 
present village of Steinmetx. Here th< y 
lived for a number of years, and here 
were born their two children, Annie and 
Billy. These were years' which passed 
too soon away, yet left behind them 
many pleasant memoriea. In 1867, and 
after her hnaband had Joined tba ebarrti, 
abe became a teacher in the Sabbath 
school in Glasgow, and served aa such, 
regularly and faitUntly, until the failure 
of her health, a few ytara ago. Her 
health was never good, and she was 
often laid op in great pain ; but accord- 
ing to her strength her life waa passed in 
doing all the good she oonld to otherp, 
especially to the poor and needy. Tbe 
motherly nature In her was axoeedingly 
atrong, and having bnt two children of 
her own, her heart seemed to go out to 
all other children. She gladly joined her 
husband in earing lor orphan eblldran, 
and though feeble herself, ahe loved to 
foeter them and to care for them. She 
never failed to win tba love of all the 
children with whom she came in contact, 
io that their home in the country was 
■omatimes called by others the orphan's 
home. So strong and quick waa her sym- 
pathy with children, that they often 
seemed to infuse new life into her, and 
no doubt thua prolonged her own life 
many yeart. Whan by a aadden and 
violent attack of scarlet fever, she lost tier 
own little boy, at tbe age of live and a 
half yaan, bar grlaf waa ao graai at to be 
almost insupportable. She found no com- 
fort till one day ^laving fallen aeleep, in 
the room in whieh ha diad, aha felt con- 
aciouH that he waa with her, that he 
pressed a kiss on her lips, with hia arms 
clasped around her neck. She never 
doubted to her dying day, that it was a 
vision sent of God to assure her that 
Billy lived and loved her still. 

Tbe yeara paaaed on and Annie, dear 
Annie, whom we all honor and loved so 
well, had grown up, had finished her 
Academic course in one.school here, had 
married nnder mOat favorable aoapicea, 
and was settled in life the fairest 
earthly prospects. Before three yeara, 
however, bar earthly life waa closed, by 
a malignant attack of typhoid fever. She 
left aa a precious charge to her family, a 
little girl, Berenice Scarritt, about the 
age of fifteen months. « • *•

stroke of paralysis, from the effects of 
which she never entirely recovered ; so 
that this month, while suCering from an 
attack f)f Kfip. and a second heavier 
stroke of paralysis came, she never fully 
rallied. 8ha wae , bowavar, |ia!Mally eon- 
acioua, and by a look of yaaraing Iov(>, 
and a preasure of the band waa able to 
abow her recognition of aome of the loved 
ones round her bed, especially of her 
adopted son and daughter, Frank and 
Mary, now grown and married, of whom 
she took charge when little children, as 
well M of her loved nephew, Oswald 
Barton.
